Wednesday Morning, NovJ^>_ 1870; 
The Dry Dock. 

It is a remarkable circumstance that 
Done of the candidal os wbo came for. 
ward to solicit tho BUffrageB ot tho City 
at tho recotit election, made tho fixing 
of tho Terminus at Esquimau a sine 
qua 11011 of Confederation. All promis- 
ed to do tboir boat to bavo it brought 
there, btit they '"'"1° !t :l Beoondnry 
issuo to the grand Bcbemo of Confeder- 
ation. Confederation; they said, in ef- 
fect, via must have; and tho Terminus 
if wo can. But had either announcod 
that he would voto for Confederation 
only on condition of tho irans-conti- 
nental railway being brought to tho in- 
land he would have been hooted from 
the hustings or consigned to an institu- 
tion for tho treatment of mental dis- 
orders. Bat While a roam of renti- 
nioulal twaddle has been printed about 
the probable decadence ot Victoria in 
tho event of the Terminus heing fixed 
on the Mainland, a very important mat 
ter with robpect to the Terms of Con- 
fedeia ion has bo^i entirely overlooked. 
Senium 12 of the Terms provides that 
the Dominion Government shall guar- 
antee interest at the rate of five per 
centum per annum upon .£100,000 to 
bo expended in thee instruction of a first 
class Graving Dock at ISsquitnalt, The 
period over which that guarantee is 
proposed to extend is limited to ten 
yearB from tho date of tho completion 
of tho works. Tho BOCtion 1ms been 
referred to a company ot capitalists in 
London— tho same, we believe, that for- 
merly approached the local Government on 
the subject. This companj have had the 
benefit of the snrveya and borings 
made at Constance Covo during the ad- 
ministration of Admiral Hastings. They 
have carefully examined the project 
from a Hcmniilic uud financial stand- 
point, ai d have finally arrived at the 
conclusion that a ten years' guarantee 
is too short. Tbey also find fault with 
the clause that allows them to charge 
iuterost only after the works are com- 
pleted, instead of allowing them to 
charge interest upon (say) each £5000 
of the money expended in the couHtruet- 
on of ihu dockj Wo do not fay that 
in England thero cannot ho found a 
number of capitalists disposed to build 
tho dock on the terms pri posed; but 
the. objections are worthy ot every con- 
sideration on the part of tho Executive 
and the Legislative Counei'. It the 
guaranteo he for so Bhort a period, or 
the time at which the interest is to 
ccmraeuco ho so unsatisfactory that 
capital cannot bo fouud to complote Uie 
works, then Esquimau will bo deprived 
of her dock, and the benefits which it 
was expected to conler upou her cannot 
be realized. It no company will under' 
take the works with a ten yoars' guar- 
antee, cannot tho Dominion Government 
bo induced to extend the guarantee to 
twenty yours ? Tbe point is worthy ot 
immediate attention. Whilst a part oi 
our people have been gmsping at the 
shadow of the Terminus, the suh-tance 
of the Dry Dock ha-. t:cuped their no- 
tice altogether. 

Our Sa» Francisco Letter 

(From Our Regular Correspondent ) 

San Frahchop, Nov 7 1870. 
To tho mnr.apeiB ot ibe Mercantile Li- 
brary belnniiB all the credit that can be claim- 
ed for originating tbe excitement of ibe 
month-i be izreat lo- lory. Their objoct wan 
10 relisve ihe library of an indebtedness or 
over {300,000. Various expedients ware 
resorted 10 tor Ibis purpose, with but par- 
tial eucct-s* and, us a last resource, an ap- 
peal wa-i mado t<> the Legislature to permit 
a Grand Gift Concert. Tbis was done [in 
violence of our fundamental law] by a upe- 
cial authorizing act and arrangement bo- 
in* perfected tin' -ale ol ticltoM commenced 
on" tbe l"t or June. Numerous attempt 
were mado by ultra rr.oralisis to stop ihu 
progress ol tho entorprixs but tho gambling 
spirit, so slron? in the bosom ol every Oali- 
fornian, had been aroused by the munifi- 
cent prospectus, and all efforts lo ttl.it end 
failed. So great wns tha domaud lor tickets 
(hat tor a wrote bidore the drawing commenc- 
ed tbey commanded a premium ot 100 per 
cant, and the ovont exoitod pueh i/iiuresi 
that on Monday Ban Franoiaco stoppod all 
busings and trailed breethlessly until lortuno 
had dispensed hnr nrinlul of gifts. 

THK TIHl'LH OF rOBTUNB, 
a largo barn like structure called the Pavil- 
ion, originally oreoted for tho purpose of 
holding Indu.-triul Exhibitions, wan tho pc- 
Jeeud temple of fortune, a platform had 
been ereoted at ono end of tho budding on 
which were placed tho two lottery wheels. 
At tbe end of the plaltoim Was a tier of 
chairs lor tho Oommitteo, who woro to 
watch proceedings, and in tho gallery above 
wero stationed men wIioeo duty i' was to an- 
nounce by painted [inures tbe lucky number* 
and tbe prizes dtuwo. 

WAITING. 

Ooe wheel oonlaioed the prizes, the other 
tbo liokets, and while tho wheels woro tnak- 
tho necessary revolutions lor a tborougb mix- 
ing of ttie numbers, tho hall rapidly Blled. 
Tho body ol tbe building, which was ocou pi- 
ed solely by men, aonu rofiulved itself into a 
compact mam of spectators, and tha galler- 
ies into an equally pompact, but more vario- 
gtttfld assemblage ol ladies and their oscorls. 
Among the earliest arrivals wan a body of 
100 policeman, hut the strictest order was 
maintained throughout tha day without their 
aid. 

TBI ORAM D CONCERT, 
A braflH hand now took up ilfl position at 
tho and of tho platform, and essayed to 
Shorten tbe period ol expectancy by playing 
sundry grand marohes. The manic was not 
nppreciaied. lis obarms had no effect, A 
pnmion too strong to be allayed by nweet 
Bounds filled every bosom. So tbo band wus 
voted a noiianoe and presently finding that 
its melody fell on dull oar*, it retired into 
another room, from whence during thu day 



an occasiosil drnm beat reminded those who 
board it that the gr un d concert was in pro- 
grees. 

FORTUNE'S HANDMAIOB. 

There wan now a busilo and stir on the 
platiorm, nnd half a dozsn boys dreeted in 
gray, followed by as many girls in blue, wero 
oatolully led to a row of noate. A muuy 
voiced murmur ol pity roso as they eat down, 
for tbe queen ol tbe Senses — Sight -had uo 
tbrono in thuir darkened orbs, and the blind 
ministers of lortuno could know nothiug of 
what was passing except through tho iuiper> 
feci agency of h ating. 

THE FIRST PRIZE. 

We had thought that in 028 prizoa one 
nmat (all to at; Now we could Hes how slim 
our obahoe, lor if two hours had bean given 
in wbioh to pick out a certain number lrom 
the mass ol tickels it would have been safe 
to hot litty to onu ugainst finding it. Tbe 
plan of drawing is vory simple, A blind 
girl stands at tiie lick ut wheel, a b'iod boy 
at the prize wheel. Tho draws were unseal- 
ed, nod the girl [wita otma bated to tbe 
shoulders] pulled out a ticket and bold it 
abovo bur' head. Tne boy did the enmo 
with a gill tiocko'H. Ono of Ibe commit- 
tte, with bands behind him, looked at 
the ticket and called out iho number — 10.D11. 
Another of tho committee looked and called 
out tbo numerals separately to the men 
in the gallery, who quickly hoistod tho 
figures in lull viow of the people. Then the 
boy unloosened ill- gilt roll, pulled out a piece 
of paper and with delicato sense ot touch held 
up the printed side to tho audience. One of 
the committee looked at it and called oil' 'nine- 
teen thousand dollars. ' Some ono elso looked 
and repealed the amount and up went the Bign 
with the painted number. 

A loud burst of applause endorsed tho 
manifestly fair manner in which tho proceed- 
ings were being conducted aud before the 
sound had died away the telegraph bad told 
tho waiting thousands in the streetB as much 
as those in tho pavalion knew. 

THK OAlfBLlNQ IPIRIT. 

The third prize d awn was $100 and it was 
greeted with n laugh of derision. .Some of 
us bad not five dollars in ihu world. Ono 
hundred dollars might nave saved ua from 
despair and suicidu, but that day wo wure so 
rich in hope that none wero so poor as to do it 
at onee, 

FAINTING WIT II JOY. 

At half past two II prizes hat been drawn) 
aggregating l?5-l,70U, and an intermission of a 
lew minutes took place, after which fortune 
ag«in dispensed her favors commencing with 
$18,000. The winner sat in the body of the 
ball, and as bo heard the number culled, 
spranu up Bpastuodieally and then foil fainting 
back into his seat. 

FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS. 
At seven minutes to twelve ticket 110.150 
was drawn, and as the blind boy opened thu 
corresponding prize and held it up, a thrill ran 
through those in the Iront seats who could see 
the figures on tho paper. ' Fifty thousnud 
dollars I 1 shouted the caller in clear, distinct 
tones. ' Fifty thousand dollars,' every one re- 
peated in an undertone of excitement, and 
then there was a pause followed by a groat 

yell. Before it bad ceased tho next prize was 

called — $100 — aud a shout of derisiou and 
laughter mudo the roof ring. 

AN INTKBIIIPSION. 

It was nonn now. Business all over the 
city bad been completely suspended. The 
crowd bad become dense' HnM, gallories, 
aisles, every loot ul ground was choked with 
u mass ot humanity whose norvoj weio "trurig 
to it ei r utmont tension. A roceas ol f.iteon 
minutes was taken for lunch ami then pro* 
oeedings were again resumed. And so it 
went on minute after minute anil the work 
hud become ao syslemiz^d that tbo drawing 
progressnd at tha rate of 70 an hour. (Jc- 
casionally 'here was a slight stir in some 
portion ol ibe hnil and the announcement ol 
a number was lollowcd by a scream, or a 
man elbowed his way out radiant with joy, 
or two or three men rimed away a limp 
form that bad fa:uted witb the fruition ol 
realized hope. 

ON K HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS. 
At two o'clock 100 prizes bad boon drawn 
There was a panic before tho commensemont 
of tbe next Dumber and a commotion on the 
platform.

It woald eeom to be essential for the 
buoccbs of the scheme that the Canadian 
Government should bo askod to extend 
tho guurnutco of a loan for tho con* 
struction of a Dry Dock at Esquimau, 
Whatever may bo ihe difference of 
opinion regarding tho propor point for 
tho location of the .Railway Terminus, 
there can be no disputo as to the Dry 
Dock. Tho Terms provide for its con- 
struction at Ejquimalt; and ovon if, liko 
the termiuns, it has boen left open for 
survoyors and engineers to docido, tho 
taturul advantages possessed by Es- 
quimau would have inevitably fixed it 
there. Upon tho beat location for tho 
dock not tbo slightest doubt oxists; but 
tho point whether wo shall have a 
dock or not seems to hang upon the 
lougth of limo for which a guarantor of 
interest can he obtained. It may not bo 
possiblo io find a company of bona fide 
capitalists in London who would be 
willing to nndoriako tho construction of 
thr depit on the Terms arranged by tho 
.Delegates; but tho fuot should be made 
known so that when tbo Connoil meets 
it may pass a resolution calling tho at. 
tentiou of tho Dominion Government to 
tho matter and representing the abso- 
lute necessity that exists for an increas- 
ed guarantee or an extension of time. 
"Wu Hhould not, however, press it as an 
amend ii. ent to the Terms; aocb a courso 
would bo injudicious, perhaps ruinous. 
But a resolution, representing in propor 
langua<;0 the urgent noed that oxists 
for the neceESary extension, would un- 
doubtedly meet with an immediate and 
favorable answor. Agitation upon tho 
Dry Dock wo rogard us of a far greater 
importance than agitation upon the 
Terminus. Tho Terminus must be se- 
lected by engineers and surveyors; but 
the existence of a Dry Dock atEsquimalt 
would give thut port a groat commer. 
oial importance and, added to its uat- 
ural advantages, might really oxort 
an important influence in its final se< 
lection on tho Western Terminus of tho 
Canadian PaciDc Railway. 

The Canadian Militia System. 



The existing European war has shown 
the Government of Canada that cortaiu 
defects exist in their militia system 
which reqniro radical change beforo that 
arm of tho public defenoo can be con- 
sidered in a stato of complete effioioncy. 
It is therefore not surprising to read in 
our Canadian exchanges that at the next 
session of the Dominion Parliament the 
Mililia authorities intend endeavoring 
toseonro a number of Important changes 
in tbo militia system of the oountry. In 
tho first placo, it is proposed that hence- 
forth tho volunteors be ro.juirod to put 
in tho sixteen days' annnal diill in that 
number of days, receiving 50c por diem, 
rations and camp equipage. Formerly 
they wore allowed to put in two days 
drill in one, providing themselves with 
their own food. The otficers will, ini.tt.ad 
of receiving §1 per day, as they have 
hitherto done, be paid according to 
rank an provided in tho recent mditia 
rcgulatii ns. In the next placo it is pro- 
posed to f'tirtbor extend and eulargo the 
Bystcm of brigade camps which proved 
so successful last year, by practicing the 
men in tho construction of entrenched 
camps, <fcc, and we understand that the 
militia authorities bavo boen looking for 
a suitable location for oue of these camps 
in each district. But tho most impor- 
tant change contemplated is the adop- 
tion of tho Pmssian military system, 
which is based on tho assumption that 
every man capable of hearing arms 
should do so. It is proposed to adopt 
this system as fat as it can ho made ap- 
plicable to Canada, and to give Com- 
manding officers power to draft when 
their corps are not of the required 
Strength, 

New Zealand. 

From tho Auckland Southern Cross, 
of Octobor Gth, wo tuko tho follow- 
ing : 

Tho F fin session of tho Fourth New 
Zealand Parliament waB prorogued on 
the R3i Ii ultimo 

The annual volumo of statistics, pub- 
lished by tho Wow Zealand Government, 
shows that tho total valuo of import b for 
18GD was £4,976,1.26, befog £9,622 
under the imports of 1863, Tho valuo 
of exports for 1869, wits £-1.224,860: 
being JL'204,838 less than 18G8. The 
imports of Auckland for 1869, however, 
increased 70 25 percent as contrasted 
with tho p:evious year ; and the exports 
for i860, from Auckland show a total 
oxrioHH over tho exports ot 1868, ot 
£206,813; Tno falling off in tho valuo 
of wool exported in i860 was £145,- 
318. 

Tho gold export for last year showa a 
doorcase of £141,831', as contrasted with 
lS(i-5. Tho Auckland gold fiold was 
tho only ono of importance in t.bo col- 
ony which showed an increased yield 
lust year ; tho increase from tho Thames 
gold field being 4200,813. Auckland 
was the only port in the Colony which 
Bhowod and incteaso in tho vulue of 
imports in 1,869, as compared with tho 
imports of l8ti8. 

Progress is boing is mado with tho 
electric telegraph through tho interior 
from Napier to Auckland. Another 
branch is being earriod by tho coast, via 
Taurunga and Oliinuaiuri,

Fire Inquest. 

A Coroner's jury was summoned yestorday 
to enquire into tbe cause ot the fire which 
occurred iu the building belonging to 
Thos Golden, on the corner of Wlurf and 
Fori streets', on Sunday •venirie last. The 
jurymeu woio Messrs Jas Fell, P McQuade, 
A H Guild antiJB U Marvin. 

The jury met at lun Police Court at 1 p.m 
and from there proceeded lo examine tbo 
burned premises. After returning to ihe 
Court house the following lestamony was 
taken: — 

Tbos Golden testified that al 3 o'clock on 
Sunday his Chinaman lighted a (ire in the 
siuve uud ihoro wus a groat smoko. The 
Chiuarnail want away at 3 o'clock; vviluess 
remained until between 5 and G o'clock. 
There was a ska in tho stove when wimoso 
lelt. He was at dinner when the lire bells 
rang, 

Ah Loon, a Chinaman hired with Golden, 
tried to make a fire in tbe stove in the morn- 
uing, but it smoked so badly that he put it 
onl with waier. At tlnee o'clock Golden 
lold him to go oul anil see tbo town. He 
did not usually go out eo eaily. He Oil not 
ask Golden to let him go out. He returned 
ubout f) o'clock and found the door locked. 
Coldeu was not in ihe house. 

Thus Nultall, agent ol tbo Pt to iix Fire 
Company, testified lhal he bad insueil a 
policy lo Mr Uoldou for $5500 ou tho corner 
building and one for S500 oo She adjuiaiug 
building in 18G6 and had renewed both po- 
lioiea in October last. Witness was of opin- 
ion that the lire eliminated in ihe small room. 

Cbas liayward, Carpenter, said be had re- 
paired the' houso after Ihe first lire and 
ound Ibe flaedefo live. I'here were boles 
between tbe bricks, and be thought lue firo 
ini^h'v have oii^iualcd horn a iipailc coining 
through the Hue. 

Richard Lewis said he was the architect 
of the building and that be knew it was im» 
po^ible thut the fire could have originated 
irom ihe chimney. 

John Kinsman, bricklayor, said be had ex- 
amined the) chimney and found it defective, 
llo thought it quite probable that a spark 
coming through the defective masonry might 
luve oauiod ibe lire. Tho chimney, judging 
from ils appearance, had Dot been on tire, 
but the draught might cause a spark lo como 
out of the chimney through a Lolo between 
Ihe bricks. 

The Coroner remarked thai as thoro was 
no evidence lo show the cause ol the fire it 
would be beiler lo postpone t ie inquest tor u 
few days, lie ih'-tiijht the evidence no far 
showed the impossibility ul the fire o:igin..t- 
ing Irorn the chimney. 

The iiiquest^was aujourne.l until 1 p m on 
Friday.

A Balloon Battle, 

The following extraordinary statement ap- 
pear in a Belgian paper called the iVouuellei 
lu Jour, from une of their correspondents at 
the seal of war. which note was carried to 
Brufselfl by ii carrier pigeon : 

Pahis, Oct 1 — Nadar returned yesterday 
to 1'ariH. His return wns not cfiected with- 
out uiuoh trouble, although bis balloon was 
favored with a good wind since bis depart- 
ure from Tours. But I will narrate the 
facts in tlioir chronological order, He lelt 
Tours at G o'clook in the morning, uud tho 
uuld teruuaut arrived in view of Puris, nt 
ll o'clock, (foaling about 3,000 meters above 
ihe fort, at Oharoiiton At the same time 
«s Ihe Intrepide — which wns the name of 
Nadar's balloon — appeared, a eeooud bol- 
loou was observed iu tho horizon. Nadar 
was seen lo display a streamer with lha 
Fieobu national oolors. Iminediaiely another 
national flag floated Irom the cor of the 
other balloon. Vigorous hurrahs and cries 
of 'C'est Durouf/' proceeding from tbo gar- 
rison of |he fori, greeted tho appearance of 
the two lurouants, whose bolloons gradually 
approached. When th y wero within a 
short distance of encli other, u loud report 
was heard, lollowed o> a series ot explosions. 
These wcro atliiot thought to be demonstra- 
tions or siuns of victory, until Nadar wts 
seen to fling himself into the nut work tf 
bis balloon, add io cling toiiseiiios. During 
this lime itio other m.ooaut contiuued dii- 
cliurying chois ut Nadar, which were traced 
in tbo fky by their luminous efliicis. The 
Intrepid descended rapidly, and il appeared 
to tbe Bpetitora below that some incompre- 
hensible oveni bad taken place above. But 
mark what tne French Hag iu ihe neighbour- 
ing balloon hid come to. It had been remov- 
ed and a black and yellow standard was ob- 
served to be floating in its place. Then all 
was explained. ' Treason! It is a Prussian 
balloon! lie ben fired on the Intrepide! 
Nadar is 16s! if were tha cries that burst 
(simultaneously from the French people. 
Hut Nadar was safe: for ho was seen lo de- 
fecud rapidly in l»i= car, and the balloon, too, 
nearly readied the earlh. He oast oul the bal- 
last, and reascunded, haviog slopped the 
hole made in his balloon by hi.i adversary. 
Then shots wero rapidly Gred from tbo In- 
trepide into the Prussian balloon, which 
one, losing ad power, deseuded to the earlh 
wilh giddy velocity. A detachment ol UhlnuB 
win' wero in toe plain, and who had beeu fol- 
lowing lha rcr'al combatants throughout the 
exciting struggle, rushed forward, and, sur- 
rounding the balloon, received their champi- 
on — God knows in what condition — and 
men all hastened off at full speed 10 the 
Piusrian advance pes's- In the moan time 
Nadar descended tufely al Gliateotoo, where 
he still remains.

LoNuoNDEitttY, Nov 3.-.TIio wreck ol 
tbo stourner Cambria, of tho Anchor 
Lino, which strtiok on one of the Insha- 
liull [?] group, on hor passage to tho 
port, has been found ut lust, uud tbo 
mystery attending the calamity which 
befell her has boon solved. The vca- el 
which has been cruising around tho spot 
indiouted by McGartlond, the only sur- 
vivor ot'uie liisustor, hitd been reward- 
ed by finding tho misMug steamer. Yek- 
torday, u vessel discovered tho wreck oi 
tho Cambria, five miles off Iushahull 
island, whero she foundered, lying ou her 
Bido, with four fathoms of wuter rolling 
ovc hor.

Tho police of London novor forgot bis 
crime ; his family wao placed under surveil- 
lanoe : nnd when, trusting that time had 
effaced the recolleetiou of Iho robbery, they 
ventured to sail for Canada a few weeks ago 
to meet tho guilty husband and father, tbe 
sleuth hounds of justice accompanied them. A 
blissful rennion in Toronto, after sovea years 
separation, had no sooner taken place than the 
scene was rudely interrupted by several police- 
men, who marched Jones back to London, 
there to bo tried and punished.
